In which caſe I can ſay no 
other;bur that the deuill hath done like /211u5,0nc 
ofthe 30. kyrants, that vſurped vpon the State at A- 
rhens ; who finding Socrates to ſtand in his way, and 
hinder his concluftons,deuiſed this meanes to be rid 
ofhim:he hires the idle-headed Poet _4riſlophanes, 
rotraduce the good man openly vpon the ſtage, both 
to worke him that way ſome open diſgrace, and to 
ſound the peoples liking of his worſe intreating, The 
matter ſorted fo well tothe tyrants minde, that the 
Poet for gaine, and the people for game, gaue way 
tothe cup of hemlocke, and Socrates death. 

The cnemie of our ſaluation doth beare the like 
ſplene to the miniſters of the Goſpel, thorovgh 


whoſe ſides he ſeekes to wound, and worke out true 


religion, as men that indeed do marre his markets. 
The Pope in the deuils pageant hath ated the Poet, 
to ſcandalize their profeſſion, by withdrawing their 
ſuſtentarion; perſwading rhe world, that high pouer- 


_ tie is the way to high perfection, and thata freeze 


owne is habit enough for holy profeſſors, ( where- 
in] wonder fo holy afather doth not goc before, or 
at leaſt accompany vs in the way to holineſſe) and to 

poſſeſſe nothing, the onely way to happineſle. 
Therefore let them thathaue any portion'of Gods 
fpirir, any ſparke of grace, any conſcience of wel-do- 
ing, any care of God-ſcruing, ſtop their cares ar this 
Syrenof {inne,the charmes of profir: remember bur 
whoſe brat it is, out of what ſculleric it came,and ler 

them if they can, ifthey dare approoue it. 

Mark but how he hath in all times wrought vpon

'Toleaue other Yz/b,0Orho, Stenen hislegats here, Marra:

of treaſure; & when they had raxedall aboue ground, 
they extorted a good ſumme alſo forthe corne vn- 
der ground, Peter Rubens at one time carried more 
monie out of theland,then he lefc behind him: fax. 
tinwhenthere was no more monieto be had,tooke 
the veric horſes out ofthe ſtables:and ir was prooued 
in a Parliament, that in the fpace of 44. yeeres , that 
is, from the beginning of Her. 7. tothe time that 
Hen.

arc other offenders in this kinde, to their holines: 
by which meanes, he hath been the moſt bloodie 
perſecutor that -cuer infeſted the Church. For as ic 
was ſaid of Dzocleſian, that he was no body to /utiar: 
for Dzocle/iar did but folkere preſbyteros;but Ialian ſuſtn- 
lit preſbyterium : for the hand ofthe one was bur a- 
gainſt che profeſſors,bur the other aimed ar the pro- 
feſſion, taking away their ſaleries, not medling with 
their ſafeties: ſo that it was hardfor Chriſtianity, 
when they had no meanes lefr- to teach and inſtruct 
the commers on, which while ic was had, ſanzucs 
martyrum was ſemen Chriſtianori, the blood of Mars 
tyres cauſed more Chriſtians. But of the Pope e- 
nough; and ſo much ofthe firſt ſort of offenders in 
ſacriledge. 


CHAP. II. 


Azainſt Puritens Canilltions at the meanes 
and mattcrs ſacred to Gods ſerutce. 


Come next to encounter another enemie ofthis 
dodrine,cleane oppolite to the Papiſts vpon the 

other hand; The Puritan or Separatift, who are ac-

Theſe miſliked the maintenanceof Miniſters by 
Tithes, as cither Papall,or ac leaſt Ludaicall:burt your 


ſtipends and contributions, vader the nature of 


-purealmes, that is iuſt for their rooth : andI with 
them the cold renerſton.of a caſt almes-houſe for 
their labour. And no maruell, for I haue knowne 
ſome that haue thriued better, ane haue been feathe- 
red warmer, vpon brethrens beneuolence,{ being a- 
ble to purchaſe lands, let out monie to vic, by ray- 
ling at the State, &barking againſt Biſhops ,and ly- 
ing by the heeles in humour) then many of their 
berters could eucr doc vpon ordinarie prouiſi- 
ons, orextraordinarie promotions.Nemaruellthen 
they miſlike. the maintenance: their way is better: 


and before they miſliked the Church meanes, they _ 


fell out of loue with che Church ir ſelfe, the edifices, 
ornaments, ceremonies, ſacraments, and whatfoc- 
ucr is not purwms putum. 

Theſe men ſay areſacrilegers:for firſt they haue 
defiled.our holy facraries, with their Bedlam Rhe- 
toricke, more fowly then euer they were wich Baby- 
loniſh reliquesztearming them Temples of Baal, ſtirs 
of Antichriſt, cages of vneleane birds, cc. Nay,lome 


haue commenced to ſucha degree of holy frenzie, 


that they haue abhorred the very tongue wherein 


ſuperſtition hath ralked,as the language ofthe beaſt, 
1 (chen 
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The ' Anatomie of c Atanias 

(then happily true, when themſclucs do ſpeaker.) 
Bur Ileaue the perſons, and come to the point, one- 
ly adding thus much: as Sampſons foxes were ſun- 
dredin the head, but combined by theraite; ſo the 
Puritan and Papiſt, though their deuiſes differ,their 
ends are one, to ſubuertreligton; not profeſſedly as 
doe the Turkes, yet by conſequence and necefſarie 
inference, moſt ſubtily. For as a learned Gentleman 


| hath lacely written; Tithes haue been Gods ancient 
demeane, and nobler part of his inhericance, foun- 


ded primarily on the law of nature; as that principle 
which teacheth to honour God; (we becing in iu+ 
ſtice, bountic, and gratuitic, bound to acknowledge 
his bountie and Soucraigntie:) Burt glebe land, and 
houſes (howſoeucr now vſed in the nature of moue- 
ables) are his fixed inheritance , and ſeates of his 
manſion, not ſo auncient, yet now as proper, gituen 


by devour men, grounded on the warrant of the Le- 


uiticall cities, as it were a holy portion of land for 
his Miniſters to dwell vn. SS; 

For Yrbarws. the fixt, Biſhop of Rome, in a0 
222.did firſt alcer that Communion of the Primitiue 
Church, that we read ofin the Acts: who thought ir 
expedient in thoſe pureſtrimes, for the perpetuall 
releife ofthe Church, notto ſell the lands , as they 
did inthe Apoſilestimes ( as this fa&t of TAnantas 
ſheweth)but to keep them themſelues;becaulc ofthe 
caſualtic in pecuntarie contributions. T 

Andalthough Abbey lands were giuen to fuper= 
ſitious vies, yetboth Civilians & Canoniſts agree, 
that long culttome may preſcribe in this caſe,though 

; the 


pug, 


thebegianing bad been erroneous. Andasweſhall 
ſee elſewhere, in donationsto ſuperſtitious vies,their 
ſaper may hee mended, but their /irrows continued. 
As for Abbey lands, [ with King Herr) 8. had nor 
taken away the ſubject of the queſtion,there isan 0- 
ther reaſon and queſtion ofchem. But Biſhops lands 
weregiuen vpon the firſt planting ofthe Churches; 
andit ſuch Temporalties of Biſhops,andthoſe which 
they called watrzces Eccleſie : much more tithes of 
Gods owne inſtitution, orattheleaſt giuen by the 
common conſentofthe Chriſtian world. All which 
endowments, not we; but: the auncienrt Fathers ( as 
Auguſtine, Cyprian, Chryſoſtoms, and the reſt,)call patre. om 31m a8: 
montum Chriſti, aotem Sponſe, Chriſti ſacram poſſeſſto- 
nem, andpredia ſanta. ; 
| Thereforelct vs not corre mazrrficat,and in pre- 
ſumptuous noueltie, condemne and contemne all 
antiquitie. The word Charch, or asour Northren 
Brittan calls it, Xy7ck, is but the corruption of Kvgrax3, 
ro ſay,the Lords houſe: which ſo long as the world 
was cnflamed with the ſacred fire ofdeuorion,cuery 
hand and heart deſired to ſanRific ir ſelfe, to adorne, - 
and endow.

The reſt doe no good, you fay, they keepe no 
houſes: is all goodnes in houſe-keeping? then much 
of the nobiltic and gentrie of this Jand, doe vetic 
little gopd: yer Church-men keep houſes; not for 
you perhaps, that would liue at free coſt, yer for 
their poore netgbours: howbeit perchbance neither 
all, nor for all, nor alwaies : for qurs ad hec [ufficiens? 
bur thoſe thar doe not what they may, etater habent, 
THeave to their owne apologies. Wherefore this ca- 
vill of our vnworthines, I hold but the idle euapora- 
tion of godles braines, that hold other men, cſpeci- 
ally our calling, worthy of nothing; themſclueswor- 
thie of all : but they are not our jndges, neither-is ie 
reaſonable, that our enemies ſhould be both our ac- 


cuſers,and witneſſes, and tudges,and excutioners al- 


ſo.God did neuer licence any Eay-men fo farre,when 
the Prieſts were at the veric worſt, anmbe Dogges, z- 
dol Shepheards, drawfie watchmen, blinde guides,to with-

nor 20. part of that people, nor the 40. but atleaſt 

the ſixtieth:yet let vs obſerue their portion and pro- 

portion. The learned D. Dewneham hath colleRed, Dc iz. min.

now they haue done one halfe. And this was not on- 
ly among the Jewes, but from the firſt preaching of 
the Goſpel: fo ſoone as the ſcepter turned Chri- 
Kian, all Tithes were inſtantly reſtored; all lands and 


_ donations that vader the perſecutions had beene. 


taken away, all Images, treaſure, and furniture of 
heathen. temples : yecerely ſummes amounting to a 
great quantitic out of the Exchequer itlelfe: all 
the goods of fuch as died inteſtate, all new creftions 
of wel diſpoſed peoplc:and to knit vp all in one word, 
theſameto. be hereditaric , as vader Moſes. 

And thus ſtood the affaires ofcbe Churchill An- 
tichriſt confounded things ſacred and prophanc;and: 
Cymmerial darkenes di{poſſelt the world, as of 1- 
luminarion, ſo of true deuotion ; onely ſome ſmall. 
good meaning did ſometimes vndoethemſelues, to 
endow the Church, wherein itbecame ſo ſuperla- 
tively prodigall, that itbath been hide-bound euecr 
ſince.

competent liuing for one man, though I ſpake of 
no more thentheparih maintenance, I will put 
all the LeQurers wages in beſide, it will notſobee 
more then enough or competent : when all can ac- 
crew hardly to 200.poundsby the yearezand thatto 
ſuch a man as I ſpeak of, and they ſhould labour for, 
yet ſcarce competent: for why ſhould we not value 
agodly, learned, well borne man-and' Miniſter, in 
equalranke withthe beft merchant,when as in fuch 
an one the ſumme would be but beggerie, yerno 
way but in wealth qualified like the ocher.

So many cuſtomes are extant and compoſitions, 
ſo tnany privileges and preſcriptions, ſocommon 
ſuperſedeas and prohibitions, that he that ſeemes 
beſt prouided in that kinde,bath his living pared to 
his hands, much after the manner of a Banburie 
cheeſe, whoſe very parings are more then all the 
meate.Leta Miniſtercomplain hereof, they anſwer 
with the /ewes, We hane a Law :but ſuch lawes are a- 1:h.19.7. 
gainſt their Lord , and ſuch cuſtomes eat out the 
heart of all conſcience. Such cuſtomes the auncient 
and moderne Phar/ies did victo obrrude:butwean- 
ſwer ro both as S. Auguſtinetothe Donatiſts:Veritate ve rice bap.s, 
manifeſlata,cedat conſuctudo veritati: and again,Nems 
ſt qui auſit preferre conſuetudinem veritati; when the 
_ truthis once knowne , let old cuſtomes giue place

Bur God hath forbidden his peo- 
ple to doe after the faſhions of the heathen:and our 
Sauiour( faith Chry/offome ) did nor alledge thathe 
was cuſtome,but rruth. 

There are two kinde of cuſtomes that are not

But belide cultome{ which then when ir tooke 
beginning, might haue ſome.reaſon, thoughtime 
hath now eatour thoſe letrers,) there is coſenageal- 
ſo, pretending cuſtome, and-it is nor ſozor detaining 
that which is moſt. due, by palpable wrong, or co» 
toured forgerie-: inall which _— the world is ve- 
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rig proneto favour themſclues; and the beſt cauil- 
ler againſt the Parſon, is reputed the beſt pariſhi= 
oner.Some plcad that Tithes are not due,vure d/nrno, 
and therefore lawtult ro.catch what they can from. 
him: but firſt as in a caſe of lcfle conſequence, when 
once it was ſtrongly avonehed the enemy would not 
givebatrel on that ſide;it was replied, but ifhe do,are 
we not then vndone ? fol fay here, if they be of di- 
vine right,aze wenor then plaine robbers &reliſters.

frailtie of mans'nature, the veric beſt things dege- 
nerate: fo fel it out here:for as it was ſaid ofthe Cler- 
gie, Relrgro peperit dinitias, ſed filia denorantt matrem: 
ſo isit true of rhe laitie, che Church did firſt harch 
them, but they have eaten out the bellie ofthe dam, 

Marfil. Pateninus in his deferſer pacis hath ſet down 
their originall in this manner : Antiquites viriſantts, 
& minifiri Enanzelica,Chriflum imitart voientes, contra 
nallam voluerunt contendere tndicio, ec. In old time 
the holy men and fincere miniſters ofthe Goſpel, 
deftrous to imitate Chriſt, would nor conteſt in law 
with any , &c.

that after all this he ſhould ridearſea ſocalmly,raighn 

at land ſo proſperouſly, and dic in his bed fo peace- 

ably:yer another doth affure vs,thatallwas norgold. 
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thac gliſtered: Nam ſacrvlegot um p ans quas Vi of- 
fuzit, dederire fly:mortans exolait, he had butſowre 
ſawceto all his facriledge: for when he was dead in 
his grave, he paid forall in the follies and misfor- 
tanesof his ſonne, which all his life he had cſcaped. 

Butmoſi memorable was the fact & fortune of Cy-. 
745;who brake vp 10 Babylon the comb of Semrramrs, 


inuicedthereuntoby an inſcripiion vpon the ſame, 


in hope of much:treafure; which ſounded ro this ef- 
fect: Bhat-King ſocver ſbal{ want mony, of he dig downe 
this grane' ſhall find ſufficient. Now thisrombe had 


thus ltood many yecres inuiolate , till ac laſt Cray 
comming hither, and reading the-wiiting, he icllto 


fooile the ſacred monument; but having ſpent much 


painesro lictle purpoſe , ſtill fruſtrate of his hope, at 


lac vpon atone he encountered another writing to 


this purpoſe; Swrely hadfi thou not bima weryinſatiable. 
haze newer violated the temples of 


wretch, thou wouldſt 
the g02s, nor ranfucked the granes of the dead to fillthy 


ercedy deſire: but goethy way, ere leng then ſhell fade c- 
wough:and ſo indeed he did: for he was caught inthe 


ambuſhes that Queene Tamars had:lajd forhimgbe- 
headed, and caſt into a but of blood, with that bites 
exprobration, Satiate ſanguine quemſitifhs. 

The like diſaſter had Xerxes for breakingvp the 


temple and ſepulchre of Zeb in hope of gold where 
hee was dilapointed of his hopes , but found ſome- 


thing which he would nor, a viothalte fall of oyle,. 
wherin were the aſhes ofthac old King,anda ſcrowle 
annexed, containing this ſcripture, #hoſoe
